produced lanterns with cinematograph 
attachments from around 1900 for 

some years. These were more in the toy 
category than serious attempts at showing 
films. They came with endless loops of 
film illustrating short sequences of shots, 
and you could also obtain spooled films 
up to 25 metres long in both black and 
white or coloured photographic images, 
so that home users could amuse people 
with actual moving 
images! The lanterns 
could also show regular 
slides of course. Yours 1s 
almost certainly German, 
though I have not so far 
managed to identify the 
maker. It probably dates 
from between 1900 and 
1910.
